"glass interlayer", having a "softening point" lower than a "softening point of ....particles". These elements have not previously been 
considered. Therefore these elements would require further search and consideration. Furthermore, because Applicant has not 
pointed to support for the newly added limitations, the amendments potentially introduce new matter. For these reasons the 
amendments will not be entered. 

Applicant's arguments have been reviewed. However the amendments address the claims as amended. Therefore the arguments are 
deemed moot relative to the outstanding rejections.
